“Tho Fighting Lady”. 


“The Fighting Lady” is a film] 
which will take its place, quietly” 
and without ostentation, in the 
annals of sereen. history. It 
brings among us, the audience, 
the personalities and life of the 
men on an aircraft carrier in 
the Paeific, and in such o way 
that we really come to _know them 
ag our own friends. Photograph- 
ed by Navy cameramen whilst the 
carrier was actually at war, these 
scenes havo tho authenticity so 
sadly Inacking in the mhjority of 
studio made war films. In some 
strange way. by, accident .so it 
seems, there is a good denl of 
beauty in this film beside taut 
‘drama, tho silhouettes of the Task 
Force against the actting sun, the 
curious snakelike trails of the 
wake of the Japanese Navy aos it 
tnkes avoiding action. Tho rather

“Tt is well known that T do 
not approve of Chairman 
Reece's stand on many issues 
in the past. 1 will co-aperate 
with him, however, and = con- 
tinue my debate within the par- 
ty on issues and principles.” 

Mr. Stassen, who is an inter- 
nationalist, ia believed to object 
to Mr. Reece's stand on foreign 
affairs, : 

The “Washington Star,” in-

Shanghai lies up the rapid- 
flowing,  silt-laden Whangpoo 
River which flows into the Yang- 
tze some 30 miles from Its 
mouth, In normal times con- 
stant dredging was necessary to 
keep the main channel and 
berths open to sea-going ves- 
sely, Shortage of “berths deep 
enough to accommodate freigh- 
ters is the principal bottleneck 
at present. 

Duving March and the begin-

of. wild fish appenr. 

“Larger quantities of paprika 
produced: brilliant colouration. of 
the entire body, “the Service anid 
in a statement. adding the trout 
retained this colour for six weeks 
to two months after it developed. 
The taste of ‘the fish Is not 
affected,” 

The Service has deeided to try 
the paprika dict in Federal hat- 
cheries during the coming season, 
and in some of the State hatcher- 
ies. No method of colouring hat- 
chery rainbow trout has yot been. 
found.—Associated Press,
